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FOREWORD 



One of the responsibilities of those oonoemed with the establishment (or 
expansion) of institutions for agricultural education and training in developing 
countries is the adequate provision of textbooks and training materials. 

It ie almost platitudinous, whether we are speaking of Africa or elsewhere, to 
state that textbooks, journals, etc. are essential to effective tuition and that a 
properly organised library is indispensable to serious study. Tet the attention 
given to these matters in planning new institutions and the resources devoted thereto 
are too often totally inadequate. 

The Agricultural Education Branoh of FAO ie involved in this question in two 
ways. First, it seeks to stimulate the preparation of textbooks and manuals about 
subjeots vhioh are badly oatered for at present (or not catered for at all) in 
relation to the particular environment - physical, eoonomio or sooial - in which 
tuition is taking plaoe. Secondly, FAO is often oalled upon to offer guidance 
to institutions establishing new libraries by sugge sting books, manuals and 
periodicals whioh oan form the nucleus of suoh libraries. Henoe this select liet 
of textbooks, manuals and periodicals has been prepared for general distribution. 

Its compilation is the work of the agricultural eduoation advisers in Afrioa, 
in consultation with the teaching staffs of Afrioan agricultural eduoation and 
training institutions. Valuable contributions have aleo been made by the 
personnel of the FAO Library, members of the Teohnioal Divisions in FAO, by 
Miss P.M.J* Edvai des and particularly by the Consultant Mrs. J. Lancaeter-Jonee. 

The list is not an exhaustive one. Suggestions for additions or amendments 
to the information in this document will be much appreciated andyill be made use of 
for the improvement of future editions? " It Is planned to issue a oomparable list 
in the French language in due course.

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NOTES FOR LIBRARY ASSISTANTS 



If a "book is to to of any uso in a library it oust be easy to find. Some 
readers nay ask "Have you a book by, say, White"? Whilst others may aay M Yhat 
have you on traotors"? in order to provide the answer to the first kind of 
question it is necessary to have a catalogue, arranged alphabetically by author's 
name (author catalogue). For the second, another catalogue, arranged by subjeot 
is needed, similar the list of books in this publication (subject oatalcgue). 

As the library is always growing, these catalogues crust be able to take in 
additions and put them in their proper plaoe, that is, in the* correot alphabetical 
order in the Author Catalogue and the correct subjeot group in the Subject Catalogue. 
Thus catalogues on oarda, one card to eaoh item, are needed# Cards for each type 
of catalogue should measure 5 ,r * 3 tt as this is the standard size for library 
catalogue cards. If cards are diffioult to obtain, slips of paper, out to this 
size oan be used instead. The details of the book to be given on each card, 
whether for the Author or for the Subject oatalogue are* Author's name, title of 
work, place of publication, date, size in centimetres, number of pages, number of 
plates and illustrations# If the book oontains extensive bibliographies they 
rhould bo mentioned in a note. 

Speoimen entry# The spacing should be followed as it is in use in many libraries. 
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Where the book is by more thar 1 author the second na;ue (of two) should bo 
given ai the top, eg. EDWARDS, D.C. and BOODAN, J.Y. If there are more than 2 
authors the words and o thers should be added after the first author's na^e as in the 
list in this publication. When 2 authors only are given, as with Edwards and 
Bogdan, a oross reference should bo made

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An exaot oopy of the complete entry f with the subject indicated at the top 
right hand oomer should be filed under the subject. Thus for the specimen entry 
1 oard would be filed in the Author catalogue under M and one in the Subject 
catalogue under Gardening. The cards should be filed in drawers and guide cards 
should be used to divide them into convenient groups. For the Author catalogue 
there should be a guide oard at the beginning of each batch of cards beginning 
with the same letter.

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Periodicals* vhioh should probably be catalogued under their titles are also 
probably best listed in a separate seotion of the Author catalogue but the duplicate 
entry oards for the Subjeot catalogue should be filed at the end of the cards for the. 
books on a particular subjeot, i.e. periodicals on tropical agriculture should 
follow the books on that subjeot. 

Drawers to hold the 5" x 3” cards could easily be made locally.
